Washington, 
March 
10.—Presi­ 
dent Wilson today ordered American 
troops into Mex ico to capture \ ilia. 
The announcement 
was 
made fol­ 
lowing a cabinet meeting which de­ 
cided to authorise * the sending of 
a tentativ e, .punitiv e force 
across 
the bonder. About 8 ,POO troops will 
form the original 
force 
that 
will 
march into Mex ico, it was 
learned 
at the white house. 
The white house issued the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
“ An adequate force will be sent at 
once in pursuit of Villa with 
the 
single object of capturing him 
and 
putting a stop to his foray s. 
This 
can and will be done with the en­ 
tirely friendly aid of the consti­ 
tuted authorities in Mex ico and with 
scrupulous respect 
for the 
sov er­ 
eignity of the republic.” 
The statement indicated that Gen­ 
eral Carranza 
has informed 
this 
gov ernment he is entirely willing to 
hav e the United 
States 
act with 
him in 
putting 
an end 
to Villa’s 
banditry . 
The American force will 
consist 
chiefly of infantry , but there will 
be 
a “ fly ing 
column,” 
consisting 
chiefly of 2,000 cav alry . There will 
be included 
a detachment 
of field 
artillery and sev eral 
batterieo 
of 
mountain 
guns 
loaded 
on 
pack 
mules and especially adapted 
for 
the guerilla fighting 
in the 
hilly 
country where Villa probably 
wilf 
make his stand. 
The force probably will be con­ 
centrated near Columbus within 24 
hours. 
While no arrangement has 
been 
made, it was considered 
probable 
the president will send a message to 
congress soon outlining the reasons 
for his action. 
He did so when he 
ordered the fleet to Vera Cruz and 
congress at once passed 
a resolu­ 
tion approv ing his course. 
While the cabinet 
was reaching 
the conclusion to send troops 
into 
Mex ico, the senate was the scene of 
turmoil and bitterness seldom equal­ 
ed.

Tense with the suppressed indig­ 
nation, the senate postponed action 
on the Columbus outrages 
despite 
resolutions 
of war by Senate ,Mc- 
Cumber of North Dakota and Sen­ 
ator Fall of New Mex iso and a bit­

When we go into Mex ico let 
our first purpose be to get Villa's 
head.” 
Debate was finally stopped by ob­ 
jections by Leaders Mann, Republi­ 
can, and Kitchin, Democrat. 
General Funston, 
American bor­ 
der troops commander, urgently re­ 
commended to the war 
department 
today that 
American 
troops 
be 
giv en authority to pursue Mex ican 
bandits into Mex ico. 
Shortly after receiv ing Funston’s 
request, Secretary Baker announced 
he would confer with the president 
on the question today . 
In the meantime the department 
said the “ situation is ov er for the 
present at least and there is noth­ 
ing to do unless we are ordered to 
go in.” 
Chief-of-Staff Scott declared 
no 
orders had gone to Funston to pro­ 
ceed to Columbus and that for the 
present there appeared little chance 
that such order would be sent.

The ex pense 
of the primary in 
Rush county cannot be determined 
until 
the commissioners 
meet at 
their April session when the claims 
will be allowed’ 
There is -a question 
as to what the commissioners will 
do with 
the claims. 
Some of the 
election officials hav e filed 
claims 
for three day s work and others hav e 
filed for fiv e day s. 
Under the law the election officials 
mre 'allowed $3 a day , but there is 
nothing ex plaining what constitutes 
a day . 
About six teen of the elec 
tion boards were compelled to come 
ba^k the nex t day 
and 
re-count 
their ballots in order to get 
the 
second choice v ote correct for 
the 
canv assing board. 
Most of 
these 
boards put in claims for fiv e day s. 
The inspectors are generally entitled 
to fiv e day s pay as they must go to 
the court house after the supplies 
and then return them. 
The inspect­ 
ors put in more time than the other 
officials. 
The election commissioners, Clerk 
Tay lor, Vern Norris and 
Donald 
Smith put in claims for $30 each. 
These claims are said to be reason­ 
able for the great amount of work 
done by the 
board. 
The 
clerks, 
Herbert Flint and Will New*bold filed 
claims for $15 each. 
Their pay is 
established by law* at fifty cents an 
hour. 
The cost of the primary 
is 
not ex pected to ex ceed that of the 
last general election. 
The printing 
of the ballots cost the 
county ap­ 
prox imately $150, wliieh 
is about 
one-half of what it was first ex pect­ 
ed to be. 
The nex t thing 
in order for the 
candidates, either defeated or suc­ 
cessful, is the filing of the ex pense 
statements. 
These statements must 
be filed within thirty day s after the 
primary . 
Thus far two candidates 
hav e filed their statements. Charles 
Bales, 
the 
successful Democratic 
candidate 
for 
the nomination 
of 
auditor spent $7 .50 in securing the 
nomination. 
$5 of which went 
to 
the Democratic 
central committee, 
and the balance was for printing. 
Edwin Megee, the defeated Dem­ 
ocratic candidate for sheriff, spent 
a total 
of $24.26. 
This included 
printing, 
cards, 
car-fare 
and rig 
hire.

Health Board, Has Reports on 


Four Typhoid Cases.

According to the city health auth­ 


orities, there is no immediate dan­ 


ger here from 
an epidemic of 
ty ­ 
phoid fev er, although there are sev ­ 
eral cases. 
The number of cases is 
greater than in 
sev eral 
y ears, es­ 
pecially at this time of the y ear. 
All of the cases hav e not been re­ 
ported to the city board of health. 
Dr. E. I. Wooden, secretary of the 
city board, stated today that only 
four cases had been reported to him. 
It is known, howev er, that the total 
number of cases of ty phoid in Rush­ 
v ille is close to ten. 
The reason for 
not reporting the cases is not known. 


Dr. Wooden stated that whild ty ­ 
phoid fev er was a y ear around dis­ 
ease, it was rather uncommon at this 
time of^the y ear. 
It was first be­ 
liev ed that the recent flood had in 
some way contributed to the present 
outbreak of the disease, but this is 
not believ ed to hav e happened, as it 
was learned that all or practically 
all of the patients had used the city 
water. 


There is alway s more or less dan­ 
ger of an epidemic of ty phoid fol­ 
lowing a flood as the priv ate wells 
are often flooded with surface water. 
Sev eral of the cases reported here 
hav e been serious and in one or two 
instances the patients hav e been in 
a critical 
condition. 
Dr. Wooden 
stated today that ty phoid fev er was 
often traced to v egetables- He said 
it was carried in v egetables just as 
readily as in water, and urged ev ­ 
ery one to see 
that 
the v egetables 
were washed clean before they are- 
used. 


One of 
the cases here originated 
in Indianapolis. 
It is pointed out 
also that ty phoid may be carried in 
milk. It is the law that cases be re­ 
ported to 
the health 
board, it is 
said, but some phy sicians hav e beeii 
negligent in this respect.

In the cou ntry , people 
are more 
apt to let su ch m atters slid e. 
Most 
ru ral schools are bad ly bu ilt, with 
no attention to proper v entilation or 
sanitary arrangem ents. 
There is no 
med ical inspection 
of pu pils, 
and 
consequ ently no d iscov ery and elim­ 
ination of phy sical d efects. 
Fresh air and plenty of space and 
good milk are 
real assets in 
the 
rearing of 
y ou ng 
folks. 
Bu t they 
need a little ad m ix tu re of 
applied 
intelligence 
and commu nity co-op­ 
eration in ord er te prod u ce satis­ 
factory resu lts.

Health Board, Has Reports on 


Four Typhoid Cases. 


ARE AT LEAST SIX OTHERS 


Health 
Official 
Cautions 
People 


About Cleaning Vegetables Well 


Before Eating Them. 


According to the city health auth- 


orities, there is no immediate dan- 
ger here from an epidemic of 
ty- 


phoid fever, although there are sev- 
eral cases. The number of cases is 
greater than in several years, es- 
pecially at this time of the year. 


All of the oases have not been re- 


ported to the city board of health. 
Dr. E. I. Wooden, secretary of the 
city board, stated today that only 
four cases had been reported to him. 
It is known, however, that the total 
number of cases of typhoid in Rush- 
ville is close to ten. The reason for 
not reporting the cases is not known; 


Dr. Wooden stated that while1 ty- 


phoid fever was a year around dis- 
ease, it was rather uncommon at this 
time of the year. It was first be- 
lieved that the recent flood had in 
some way contributed to the present 
outbreak of the disease, but this is 
not believed to have happened, as it 
was learned that all or practically- 
all of the patients had used the city 
water. 


There is always more or less dan- 


ger of an epidemic of typhoid fol- 
lowing a flood as the private wells 
are often flooded with surface water. 
Several of the cases reported here 
have been serious and in one or two 
instances the patients have been in 
a critical condition. 
Dr. Wooden 


stated today that typhoid fever was 
often traced to vegetables. He said 
it was carried in vegetables just as 
readily as in water, and urged ev- 
eryone to see that the vegetables 
were washed clean before they are- 
used. 


One of the cases here originated 


in Indianapolis. It is pointed out 
also that typhoid may be carried in 
milk. It is the law that cases be re- 
ported to the health board, it. is 
said, but some physicians have been 
negligent in this respect.

yer who had been born in Vermont, 
but -who had gone to 
the southern 


state to practice his profession, to 
leave there and seek 
a residence 


elsewhere. 
Indianapolis had just 


been selected as the site 
for 
the 


permanent capital of Indiana, and 
here young Fletcher, with his wife, 
settled in the fall of 1821. He is said 
to have be«n the first lawyer to 
practice his profession in Indiana- 
polis. In 1825 he was 
appointed 


State's Attorney for the Fifth Judi- 
cial District. For seven years he 
was a member of the state senate. 
In 1834 he was one of the four per- 
sons appointed by the legislature to 
organize a state bank. For sixteen 
years he was 
president 
of 
the 


branch of the state bank at Indiana- 
polis. He refused a position on the 
supreme court bench which was ten- 
dered him by Governor Noble. As a 
financier, Mr. Fletcher had 
few 


equals. 
He achieved 
unqualified 


success in farming-banking, and in 
the practice of law. He was a de- 
vout Christian, and for ten years 
superintendent of the Robert Chapel 
Sunday School. Oliver H. Smith has 
said that Calvin Fletcher did more 
to stamp society 
in Indianapolis 


with the true principles of civiliza- 
tion and Christianity than any oth- 
er man living or dead.

of one 'crisis' after another in for- 
eign affairs has caused all the resi- 
dents of our cities and many resi- 
dents of rural districts to disregard 
tile mismanagement which has de- 
moralized the rural mail service in 
many sections of the country. 
Al- 


though members of Congress of both 
political 
parties 
have 
repeatedly 


colled attention to specific instances 
which arc illustrative of conditions 
far too common, yet the metropoli- 
tan press has not seen fit to give 
this subject attention. 
City news- 


papers forget that the city resident 
who sends or receives a letter which 
passes over a rural or star route is 
nearly as milch interested in the 
character of the service us i? the 
rural resident himself. 


"Both city and 
rural 
residents 


should be interested in the instance 
called to the attention of Congress 
by Representative Reavis, of 
Ne- 


braska, in whose state postal in- 
spectors laid out a rural route 
'which goes over an embankment 40 
feet high, and as prependicular as 
the wall of a room.' It is to be re- 
gretted that little attention has been 
paid to the instance of a route 'cros- 
sing a swamp that nobody has ever 
been able to traverse and nobody 
ever will be able to traverse.'

nore the story of a 
farmer who 


erected his buildings one one side of 
farm because the rural route passed 
that side, and then put his buildings 
on wheels and moved them to 
the 


opposite side of the farm when 'the 
rural route was changed, only to 
find that the route was 60 days la- 
ter returned to its former course. 


"These instances are perhaps ei- 


treme, buj; there have been numer- 
ous cases cited of farmers who had 
built up local trade in the shipment 
of eggs, butter, chickens, fruits, etc., 
by parcel post, but who were com- 
pelled to abandon the business be- 
cause changes in the location of ru- 
ral route made it impracticable to 
send their produce to the communi- 
ties in which thdf had built,up- their 
trade and with which they had long 
been aocustomed to do business. 


"There 
is 
something 
seriously 


wrong with the management of mail 
service when a farmer living within 
a mile and a half from town and 
accustomed to 
receive 
his mail 


therefrom, is placed on a route ex- 
tending out of another town fiv.e or 
six miles distant, necessitating the 
sending of his mail and 
produce 


twice the lattep distance 
by both 


rural route and train, in order to 
cover the mile and a half between 
his farm and his local market. One 
difficulty of this situation is that if 
the fanner accommodates his busi- 
ness to the route as newly estab- 
lished, he has BO assurance what- 
ever that the new senvice will be 
continued for any reasonable length 
of time or that he will be secure in 
the enjoyment of trade he has built 
up at great trouble and expense. 


"If the business men of America 


who have correspondence with rural 
residents desire to maintain and ex- 
tend mail communication 
between 


city and country they 
should join 


•with the farmers in protest against 
the destructive methods the Depart- 
ment has been pursuing. Thk can 
be done without any change of at- 
titude upon, or without any dimnni- 
tion of interest in the great prob- 
lems of state arising from interna- 
tional controversies."

Purdue Experiment Station Meets 


With Heavy Response to Offer 


to Test Them.

Hundreds of samples of oats are 


being received by the Seed Labora- 
tory at Purdue University in re- 
sponse to a. request issued 
a 
few 


days ago. 
While many of the sam- 


ples submitted are showing a high 
per (Sent, of germination, on the oth- 
er hand a large number of samples 
are showing very low vitality- 
A 


few samples received have germina- 
ted lesa than 4 per cent, white many 
have tested 25 per cent, to.40 per 
cent. Results similar to tijese are 
being seemed from many/samples 
submitted, which demonstrate clear- 
ly that Indiana farmers' will 


consider carefully the seed oats to 
be sown this 
spring. 
The * Crops 


Department of the Experiment Sta- 
tion is in a 
position 
to 
furnish 


names of seedsmen, who have high 
class seed for sale. Many elevator 
men are in a position 
to 
furnish 


high class seed jmd also to clean 
seed for farmers, so that the oats 
crop may be benefitted through this 
medium. Due to the fact that the 
wheat crop of Indiana is little more 
than 50 per cent of a normal crop, 
a larger acreage will be sown to oats 
this year. For this reason farmers 
should exercise every care in sow- 
ing only high class feed, so that a 
good stand will be insured. If far- 
mers hare not already had their 
oats tested, sample should be sent 
at once to the Seed Laboratory or 
arrangements made to test it them- 
selves so that they may know just 
exactly the condition of their seed.
